Then 
labor troubles were raising Ned with production plans, 
and manufacturers, at least most of them, had to hand- 
build the new stuff for the New York show. And mebbe 
that sort of “production” didn’t run into important 
money! Too, it was late in the spring before most of 


the factories were really turning out cars.

DESPITE THIS SETBACK, though, 1934 has been 
a good year, but it could have been better. Now, how- 
ever, without labor difficulties — President Roosevelt 
should get due credit for pouring oil on the troubled 
waters—the industry really is operating in the good 
old-fashioned way. New model announcements are late 
in materializing, but that isn’t because the makers 
haven’t been forehanded. Taught a lesson last winter 
by announcing before a backlog of completed cars had 
been accumulated, this time production is going on and 
announcements withheld, so that by show time most of 
the companies will have sufficiently stocked their dealers 
that retail selling can start at the crack of the announce- 
ment gun. In some cases dealers already are approach- 
ing prospects with photographs of the new jobs and 
promotional literature to fire their enthusiasm.

BECAUSE OF ALL THIS, it looks as if the industry 
as a whole will be a good two or three months ahead of 
what it was at the beginning of 1934 in supplying the 
needs of the deaiers. Plans I already have heard dic- 
cussed tell me that the sales managers are set to take 
advantage of this and I anticipate the 1935 selling 
season will open much earlier than this year, and the 
first quarter should be far ahead of the same period 
at the beginning of 1934.

SOME OF THE COMMENTS I have made are based 
on previewing the new Plymouth and also attending 
the big dealer meeting Pontiac is holding at the present 
time. For your information, Plymouth expects to an- 
nounce Jan. 5. The company, however, is prepared to 
shoot earlier if it is forced to. Production has started 
and General Manager Dan Eddins tells me that already 
there are about 2,000 cars in dealers’ hands. Naturally, 
this column cannot discuss the features of the new 
Plymouth in advance of announcement but, having seen 
the car, the writer feels that the public is going to be 
pleasantly surprised when the veil is lifted. Plymouth 
will be distinctly in the dog fight, still one of the “big 
three,” and a dangerous competitor. “On to the Sec- 
ond Million” is Plymouth’s war cry.

HARRY KLINGLER told his field men and dealers 
that Pontiac, as of today, has the second largest regis- 
tration this year in the General Motors’ group. But he 
isn’t satisfied and “Double Your Sales in 1935” was 
bannered in the Statler banquet hall, where the Pontiac 
dinner was held. 

Those banners were most intriguing—half concealing, 
half revealing, and reading some of them I added sev- 
eral new terms to my automobile glossary. For instance, 
one banner read: “Gusher Valve Cooling’; another, 
“Cross Flow Radiator”; a third, “The World’s Smooth- 
est Six and Eight Engines”; “All Reciprocating Parts 
Balanced Within 1/16 Oz.”

PONTIAC HASN’T AS YET set a definite time for 
announcement, but. is quietly plugging along on produc- 
tion awaiting “der tag.” We Paul Prys haven’t been 
asked to do any previewing—that will come later—but 
the enthusiasm displayed by the dealers at the Statler 
over what they had seen at the factory must have con- 
vinced Sales Manager Gilpin that every man jack in 
the audience will do his durndest to make good that 
slogan, “Double Your Sales in 1935.”

THE RANKS ARE THINNING. One by one the 
veterans who helped build this industry of ours are 
passing. The latest—K. P. Drysdale—died in Detroit, 
Monday. Like many of us, “K. P.” came out of the 
bicycle industry and for years he was advertising man- 
ager of Cadillac, when the Lelands were in control. 
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Ten Month’s Registrations Total 1,705,570 Passenger Cars, 351,127 
Trucks; Oct. Truck Sales Set High Mark for Year; Government 
Starts Study To Spread Work; Houde Case May Go to Supreme Court 


Complete new passenger car registrations 
for October reached a total of 140,880 
units, which is an increase of 3.53 per 
cent over the 136,075 units registered in 
the same month of 1933. Seasonally, the 
registrations were down from the September mark but 
the decline was not serious. In September the industry 
registered 146,931 units or 4.12 per cent more than in 
October. 

Taking the year to date, however, the industry is 
leading 1933 by a generous margin. In the first ten 
months of this year registrations of new passenger cars 
have reached a total of 1,705,570, as compared with 
1,341,025 in the same period of 1933. Commercial car 
sales during the same period reached a total of 351,127, 
as against 211,598 in the first ten months of 1934.

Commercial car registrations during Oc- 

October Truck tober set a new high mark for the year 
Sales at with a total of 40,878 units. While this 
Year’s High was only a few units above the 40,790 
registered in August, which was the pre- 

vious high mark this year, it is significant in view of 
the fact that trucks showed a gain while passenger car 
registrations were declining. The October truck sales 
this year were 45.70 per cent above the 28,058 trucks 
sold in the same month a year ago and 9.81 per cent 
above the 37,225 units registered in September this year.

Announcement was made in Washington 

Spreading ~ this week that the Federal officials have 
Work started an investigation of automotive 
Program dividend payments in connection with the 
proposal to spread employment in motor 

plants on a year around basis. The suggestion is that 
a study be made to determine whether or not payments 
of dividends are on an equitable basis with yearly wage 
payments in local plants. From the dealer standpoint, 
this problem would at first glance appear to be one 
solely between the car maker and the employe with 
the government acting as arbiter. Actually, the dealer 
has a bigger stake in this question. Certainly it would 
be a desirable condition to have men working in motor

plants on a year around basis. The industry has given 
much thought and study to this problem. The most 
difficult factor, it would seem, is the seasonal element in 
motor car sales. Abandonment of yearly models would 
unquestionably tend to stagnate sales. The continua- 
tion of the yearly new model plan makes stabilization 
of employment difficult because of the shutdown period 
required in changing from one model to another. The 
spacing of car model announcements at different periods 
of the year would not entirely answer the problem, it 
would seem, since individual plants would of necessity 
have to be closed or curtailed during re-tooling. This 
might also result in one manufacturer closing out old 
models at reduced prices in competition with a new 
model offered by another manufacturer. This would 
create a difficulty for the dealer and for that reason 
the dealer has a real stake in devising a plan to spread 
employment. 
+ * + 
A Supreme Court decision on the question 
of interpreting Section 7-A of the Re- 
covery Act is expected to result from the 
prosecution of the Houde Engineering Co., 
which started this week in Buffalo, N. Y. 
It is quite likely that regardless of which side wins in 
the lower court, the loser will try to carry the case to 
the higher tribunal. The industry is watching the 
psvgress of tie case with yreat interest. Certainly, a 
final clarification of this much-discussed section, its 
meaning and application in practice, has been delayed 
too long already. This section of the Recovery Act has 
been the root, perhaps, of the greater part of disputes 
between employers and employes, each honestly believ- 
ing his interpretation to be correct. Indications that 
the Administration was not in accord with the ruling 
of the National Labor Board regarding the Houde case, 
which directed that Houde recognize the winning faction 
in the election as the representative of all its employes, 
was seen in the statement by Donald Richberg, recovery 
co-ordinator, that the ruling had been misunderstood.
